Four societies have been legally dissolved, and notice of their dissolution 
published in the 1 Dublin Gazette,” and the Registrar has received notice of 
the illegal dissolution of three societies. 



Seventy notices of the appointment of trustees have been received and 22 
notices of change in the places of meeting. 

Duplicates of 13 Treasurers’ and two Secretaries' bonds have been lodged 
with the Registrar. « 0 

The Registrar has received 285 returns from Sickness and Burial Societies 
having 42,703 members, and showing an annual income of 42,356/. 13s. \^d., 
and expenditure for sickness and burial of 13,028/. 8 s., and 12,987/. 15s. 5 d. 
divided at Christmas amongst the members, whilst only 14,102/. 3$. 5 id. 
remains in bank to meet liabilities. 



He has also received 38 returns from Loan Fund Societies, showing a gross 
capital (so far as it appears on these returns) of 45,415/. 3s. 7\d., and a sum of 
101,171/. 4 s. 10 d. lent to the members during the year, the number of members, 
being 2,964, and the amount divided as interest on capital 5,544/. 15s. 6%d., and 
funds remaining on 31st December 1869, 36,648/. 10s. 3 id. 

Returns have been received from five Annuity Societies, showing a total capital 
of 133,521/. 14s. 4 d., yearly income of 10,829/. 16s. 6d.-, amount of annuities 
paid, 8,151/. 11 5. 2d . ; and expenses, 610/. 5s. 1 d. 



Only nine Building Societies have sent in returns ; the number of members is 
1849; "the capital, 221,558/. 13s. 8 d . ; amount due by members, 245,264/. 8s. 9 d,\ 
47i- A amount 
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amount held on deposit by these societies, 109,855/. 15 5. 5 d . ; and amount 
divided, 1 2,637 /• 1 1 *'• 

Seven Co-operative Societies have sent in returns, showing a capital of 
1 212 /. 3 s. d.; number of members, 824 ; liabilities, 1 ,<)(>(>/. 10 a*. (>^ d.; value 
of stock, 1,020 l. 8 5.; and the amount divided, 1 18 L 7 1 1 d. 

The Registrar during the past year has had brought under his notice on 
several occasions the question of the rights and liabilities of members, resident 
in Ireland, of Societies certified in England and Scotland, but not certified in 
Ireland, and he has in some cases succeeded in having the “ Irish branches” 
of these societies registered in Ireland, or new societies have been formed by 
their members. The Registrar is of opinion that some restriction on the formation 
of such branches will be necessary, as they claim to be legally registered under 
the Friendly Societies Acts, and it is only when litigation takes place that the 
poorer members become aware that they have not even the slight protection 
which is offered by such registry. 

An attempt was made to establish a society in Belfast for the purpose of 
obtaining for its members benefits at death by the means of the. Post Office 
Assurance, but the Society was unable to make satisfactory terms with the Post 
Office Department, and the plan was abandoned. 

It seems to the Registrar somewhat unfortunate that arrangements cannot be 
made to enable the poorer classes to obtain, through their benefit societies, life 
policies with Government security, and lie trusts that some means may be found 
to enable them to do so. 

The entire question of Friendly Societies having been now referred to a Royal 
Commission, it is unnecessary for the Registrar again to call attention to the 
defects in the law with regard to Benefit Societies established in Ireland, and 
to the want in such societies of a proper system of accounts and a strict audit, 
such as the accounts of Poor Law Unions are now subject to. 

The Registrar cannot conclude this report without expressing his deep regret 
at the loss of Mr. Tidd Pratt, the Registrar in England, to whose valuable assist- 
ance in all matters relating- to the discharge of his duties the Registrar has 
frequently been indebted and in whom the members of Friendly Societies have 
lost an upright counsellor and a kind friend.
